May I commence by thanking you for the copies of letters that you have received,

THE WAY WE WERE 


This month, two frequent contributors have things to say about the railway. As you 
would speck, they are totally different from each other in the way they approach 
the theme. Fred Deely's item tells of the Bowls Club and the railway carriage, 
while Bermard Bowerman's piece is on the GWR and Aynho. 


THE BOWLS CLUB py Fred Deely 


One of the oldest, if not the very oldest, club in these parts is the Deddington 
Bowls Club. I saw them play when I went to school. (More than 70 years ago. ) They 
played on the lawn which is now the Holly Tree Club. . Several beech trees grew by 
the wall and that is why they called it The Beeches 


I can remember a lot of the names - S Franklin; G Pastains WJ and M French; 
A Shepherds R Tucker; W Pages D Hancox and many, many more. 


Then, during the First World War, they moved to another green in Harl's Lane, 
opposite what is now the Health Centre. ‘They kept their boots and shoes in a 
little hut by the road, with no lock on .... until the night someone put:a lot of 
little potatoes into the toes of their shoes, After that, the hut was padlocked. 


The bowlers were now playing local clubs. About 1939 Mr French took over the 
ground, What was wanted was a bigger hut. ‘They had a railway carriage offered to 
them at Swindon, so they bought it and it cost £80 to get it to Adderbury Station 
and so to Deddington. 


Mr C Fuller and one or tvo of the members painted the coach and Mrs Fuller took 
charge of refreshments for a very long time. She always put a lovely spread in 
front of the team. That was in about 1947. 


In 1984 Mr and Mre Spencer purchased the green and the members were so pleased 
when they were told they could still have it. In the last few days, Monty Spencer 
has built us some toilets, which we apnreciate very much. 


We are now going to-have a stone ond brick clubhouse, which Mr Srencerhas given 
us permission to have by the green.

THE GREAT WESTERN RATIWAY, AYNHO, 1910-19 by Bernard Bowerman 


The country railway station at thet time was a kind of trading centre. All goods 
were moved by rail. Farmers. loaded their corn and fetched their feeding stuff, 
forage merchants loaded hay and straw for the town horses. There were special 
trucks for horses and cattle and many were put on rail after the cattle market 
sale. The loading pens were only a few yards from our house. At Christmas sales 
the drovers and porters would be loading till 9 pm, usually having to wait for more 
waggons to come from. Panbury. Some of the animals were very difficult and 
dangerous. Harry Root snd his sons from Banbury were the drovers. When hay was 
loaded, it had to pass clear under a gauge, If it touched the gauge the guard 
would not take it. Each day there were what were called the local goods, dropping 
coal, feeding stuffs ete. and picking up hay, straw and timber, of which a lot 

was loaded, some brought in by horses. Claridges of Heythrop, now Chipperfields, 
aid most of the hauling. It was atreat to see how the horses. behaved when pulling 
the trees from the carriage on to the stack. ‘They were trained like the SAS. If 
the driver just said “Gee"™ "Wow", when the tree was in place, the horses would 
stop dead. There were tliree hones single file to a team. They would travel the 
road without reins, keeping to the side. 


Smiths of Bletchington hauled with atraction engine. One driver on the local 
goods had a long black beard and wore a bowler hat. His engine was an 0600 type 
No. 810. He was shunting one day, when a porter who was operating the hand points 
pulled them over when the éngine was half way through, dropping two wheels off 

the track. The bowler hatted one didn't like that.

THE WAY WE WERE (continued) 
The Station Master was Mr Tom Gurney. He wore a frock coat. He wes head of the 
porters and signalmen. ‘There were six signalmen from the platform box and three 
from the junction box. Jather was one of them. The junction is where the top 
line branches off from the Oxford Line. I remember the top line, called the new 
line, being opened about 1910, Five heavy tank engines couple together stopped 
on the bridges. Now it is only a single line. All fast trains down that line 
left Paddington at 10 minutes pass the hour. ‘They had a slip coach at the rear 
which was released at Bicester and picked up by a little brow engine and brought 
to Banbury, stopping all stations. ‘The time to Aynho from Paddington was 1 hour 
20 minutes. Not bad. Between the two stations there were 24 stopping trains, 
first at 6am, last at llpm. 


There were two men porters, a lad porter and a clerk. One porter had to trim the 
signal lamps each day till cight~day ones were put in use. Most railmen were good 
gardeners, The passenger guards often wore a rose buttonhole, My father won 
many prizes at Aynho village show. Coal merchants owned their own rail wagons on 
the railway with their names on them. long distance coal trains would have up to 
a hundred 8-10 ton trucks, havled by ea 2800 loco with eight small driving wheels. 
They made the jug and bowl in our bedroom rattle. Our house was only 100 yards 
from the railway. 


During the war, there was an enormous amount of traffic - troop trains, ambulance, 
ammunition, trainloads of tenks end other 'specials', besides the usual trains. 

it was very difficult efter the bliggerd of 27 March 1917 when the weight of snow 
frozen on the wires snapped off scores of massive poles, severins all communica~ 
tion. So all treins had to stop at all signal boxes. Wach train was allowed a 
certain time to reach the next box, and as it passed, the signiiman had to look 
for the rear red light, before giving the all clear to the next box. After some 
months a temporary cable was strung along hedges anywhere out of the way. It took 
the army engineers two yoars to replace the poles. What an emergency that would 
cause today! With most pylons down the snow was about two feet deep. The part 

I liked about it we couldn't get to school at Aynho village 14 miles away. I 
never took to school but we had @ good boss, He taught us all the subjects to 
help us through life. 


By this time another form of transport was emerging. In the sir we used to have 
the Vickers twin-engined bi-plane bombers flying over. ‘They followed the rail- 
way, only in ones, maybe six a weel, not very high, droning like a bumble bee. 

We could read the figures and letters on them. Were they slow! Our eyes were 
sharp and we could sec them coming in the distance from Banbury. There was tine 
to go and haye a cuv of tea ond come out and see them disapnearing towards Oxford. 
I am not being economical with the truth! It is quite true but hord for youns 
people to believe. There were the small fighter bi-planes at Upper Heyford. 
Several lended in the meadows. They were usvally trying to find Witney airfield. 
If they stayed a night, the local law man had to guard the planes. Crowds from 
other villages came to sec them. One came down in mowing grass. I can guess 
what the mower said. I had plenty of that on the farm I worked on.
